‘Potash Mine to Have 
Longest Conveyor Belt 


STAMFORD, Conn. — A potash 
mine in Carlsbad, N. M., will soon 
be equipped with the longest con 
veyor system in the United States, 
extending seven and one-quarter 
miles underground. 

The longest conveyor system 
row in operation is in a western 
Pennsylvania coal mine, measur- 
ing five and one-half miles. 

The new, record-length ‘‘rubber 
railroad’ will operate 1,000 feet 
{down in a potash ore scam about 
four feet thick. Continuous mining 
; machines will extract the potash 
ore from the working face of the 
;mine and deposit it on shuttle type 
conveyors known as Mine-aveyors, 
which automatically transfer it by 
intermediate belts to the main line 
; or “‘mother’’ belts. From there the 
potash will be carried more than 
five miles to a 3,000-ton under- 
| ground storage picke: from which 
it will be withdrawn as needed.
